CLASS  HISTORY 


"That  which  is  past  is  gone  and  irrevocable" --Bacon 

One  afternoon,  after  a  very  successful  day  in  school,  a  group  of  my  students  called 
and  asked  me  to  come  over  and  chat  with  them.    I  willingly  accepted  the  invitation. 
Shortly  after  reaching  my  destination  we  began  a  discussion  of  school  life,  and  natu- 
rally, I  went  back  to  my  high  school  days.    The  past  is  just  as  clear  as  if  I  had  just 
finished  high  school  today  instead  of  being  the  seasoned  teacher  that  I  am. 

It  was  September  1950  when  we  entered  Booker  T.  Washington  High  School  as  a 
group  of  wide-eyed  freshmen,  determined  to  make  numerous  adjustments,  just  to 
prove  that  we  belonged.    Mrs.  Duncan,  Mr.  Williamson,  Mr.  Grant  and  Mr.  Quick 
were  our  advisors  and  all  four  contributed  to  our  growth  from  high  school  babies  to 
mature  individuals. 

Under  Mrs.  Duncan,  one  portion  of  the  class  experienced  the  coveted  thrill  of  win- 
ning the  Athletic  Rally,  and  Pauline  Simpson  and  Worth  Palmer  were  crowned  Queen 
and  King.    Mr.  Grant  capably  led  a  second  group  to  higher  achievements  in  mathe- 
matics, and  at  the  same  time,  instilled  habits  of  good  sportsmanship.    Mr.  Quick  en- 
couraged those  of  us  under  his  supervision  to  greater  heights  in  science.    He  also 
emphasized  those  basic  principles,  necessary  to  success.    Mr.  Williamson  imbedded 
within  a  fourth  portion  a  respect  and  love  for  things  of  higher  spiritual  value,  particu- 
larly music  and  art.    What  a  large,  promising,  and  intelligent  class!    Four  large  di- 
visions and  four  sponsors  paved  the  way  to  a  great  finale  for  our  first  year  in  high  school. 
June  first,  permitted  most  of  us  to  call  ourselves  sophomores.

September  1951,  with  very  few  losses,  we  returned  to  high  school  with  new  determi- 
nation and  vim.    If  you  can  remember  that  year,  you  will  recall  why  we  were  so  en- 
thusiastic.   Great  changes  had  been  wrought.    First,  we  were  more  mature,  and  could 
perform  tasks  without  too  much  supervision.    Second,  and  of  great  moment,  we  entered 
a  modern,  well -equipped,  and  attractive  building.    Plenty  of  space  and  comfort  en- 
couraged greater  achievements. 

More  sophomores  had  made  the  proper  adjustments  and  were  to  be  found  in  places 
of  honor.    Melodious  voices  helped  to  form  the  choir;  band  members  marched,  played, 
and  spurred  our  teams  while  entertaining  the  public.    Assembly  programs  found  our 
members  prepared,  and  two  pianists  served  at  school,  at  church,  and  in  the  community. 
Embryo  football  and  basketball  stars  became  a  reality,  and  the  honor  roll  had  its  share 
of  members. 


Mrs.  Duncan,  Mrs.   Perkins,  and  Mr.  Sparrow,  our  advisors,  guided  our  steps  to 
the  close  of  another  year  which  greeted  us  all  as  Juniors.

During  our  Junior  year,  September  1952,  we  really  had  become  known  around  the 
campus  of  W.  H.  S.    However,  our  number  had  divided  from  three  divisions  to  just 
two.    Mrs.  Johnson  and  Mrs.  Rogers  were  our  advisors.    Within  the  two  classes  several 
students  were  initiated  into  the  Crown  and  Scepter  Club.    State  honors  came  to  us  this 
year,  for  Jean  McRae  was  elected  Vice  President  of  the  State  Crown  and  Scepter  organi- 
zation. 

The  Junior-Senior  Prom,  the  cooperative  accomplishment  of  the  year,  was  a 
beautiful  affair  carrying  out  the  theme  of  a  summer  flower  garden. 

The  major  accomplishment  of  the  year  completed  satisfactorily,  we  settled  down 
to  the  task  of  completing  and  checking  units  in  preparation  for  our  Senior  year.    May 
twenty-eighth  brought  us  to  the  goal  toward  which  we  had  worked  for  three  years.

The  fall  of  1953  found  us  with  a  few  more  classes;  however,  our  number  was  still 
greater  than  any  other  previous  class.    We  retained  our  same  advisors,  but  instead  of 
meeting  separately  as  we  had  done  while  Juniors,  we  met  jointly,  and  a  new  unity  was 
created.    Our  officers  from  the  class  as  a  whole  were  as  follows:    President,  Jean  Alta 
McRae;  Vice  President,  Nina  Bolden;  Secretary,  Charlotte  Harrison;  Assistant  Secretary, 
Mattie  Graves;  Treasurer,  Fred  Neal. 

Class  rings,  invitations,  the  annual,  the  Senior  play,  caps  and  gowns,  the  class 
project  and  commencement  exercises  gave  every  senior  ample  opportunity  to  exercise 
initiative  and  ingenuity  and  to  express  himself  in  some  manner  as  a  mature  individual.
